LABOR MARKET IN MIDWINTER 



Ubor condition* in winter create 891111- peculiar problema in th 
nited States. Skilled labor ia rarely unemployed for nny lenRth n 
time. But there ia alwaya a large elaaa.of seasonal laborera for whom 
wiuter brings little but odd joba and often not thoae. 

The great grain and other eropa of thin country keep an enormous 
number of men busy throiiRh thr sumru-r niontha for whom there 
little or 110 work in winter. Another great array of men arc releaaed 
by the stoppage of highway work, construction joba, etc. The condi 
Hon of these men and their families through the winter ia often piti 
fill. 

Summer is the cheapest time to live. In the farming districts 
great quantities of vegetables ami fruit* ran be had for low prices 
The family chicken yard ia a great source of dependence until th 
short days when the hens go on strike. In cold climates it is patheth 
to see. the high prices fjte poor have to pay for fuel. In many of tht 
staples the man who has (be least money puys the highest prices 
through bis inability to buy in quantities. Winter brings the sea 
aonal worker up against the most costly living eonditiona with only- 
odd jobs to depend on. 

The only radical remedy is for the seasonal worker to learn som< 
skilled trade which will make bis service desirable the year around 
This is often impossible because of physical weakness or other in 
c<rpii3i'y j'n'Utiiig men for the strains au<1 tasks of indoor mechanical 
work. If these was no reserve labore to draw from, the question 
would arise as to how the great, farm Maples of the country couh 
ever be harvested. 

People who have work of any kind to hire Uu»t can be |hm forniei 
winter would render a public service In having it done at Ilia' 
time when unskilled labor is less well employed than usual. Oftei 
they subject themselves to annoying postponements by putting off 
repairs and improvements until the busy season comes. The equali 
zation of the demand for labor would do a great deal to relieve con 
ditions of distress.

pansion of the governmental agencies 
lor the protection of the public health. 

In ihe development of general pub- 
lic health work, according to the sec- 
retary, there is great need of addi- 
tional medical officers. The number 
o," requests for advice and assistance 
in health problems received from 
states and municipalities duriug the 
iatt year has Tar exceeded that in any 
similar period in the history of th< 
service, hut the limited number of of 
fleers available for Ihe work has pre 
vented in many instances compliance 
with these requests. 

The field inveatigationt. the secre- 
tary states, have served at a stimulus 
to state and local health agencies, ami 
every effort should therefore be made 
in encourage and turn to practical ac- 
count the intereat iu health matters 
awakened In the general public. Fc 
this reason an increase in the appro- 
bation for field work la requetted. 

An additional building for the hy- 
gienic laboratory It urgently needed. 
The work of thlt luttltutlon has been 
greatly extended particularly as It re- 
lates to the examination of viruses, se-
